Earneft. In the firft Place, Thomas Aquinas, 
one of the moft Learned among all the School- 
Men, that were all Papifts, fays, that ‘ Infidels, 
* or unbelieving Princes, are not to be fulter’d 
* to govern and reign over Believers. And that 
if there be any fich Infidels, and unbelieving 
Princes, then the Church has Power and Au- 
thoriy to remove them from their Govern- 
ment, and the Church ought to do it, and 
that, becaufe a King’s Infidelity forfeits his 
‘ Right of Dominion, and Jurisdiction over

And that Aguinas, in the 
foremention’d Place is to be underftoud {peak- 
irg of Hereical Kings, (who, in his Senfe, are 
neicher Jews, Turks or Pagans, but Chrifttans 
swho profefs Belief in oxr blefjed Savi:ur) as well 
as of their Subjects, is Evident, in that his Ar- 
gument runs chicfly againit them, who have 
Right to govern Fure Humano. For, fays he, 
‘ becaufa they are turned Hereticks, therefore 
© Fure Divino, they ought not to reign, but 
© to be, not only Excommunicared, but alfo 
« puc to Death. Becaule, Quicunque refiftit 
© Audtoritati Romane Ecclefte Herefin, mcurrit ; 
* quae quidem Ancioruas Principalitr refidet in 
© Tummo Pontifce. Whoever refifts the Au- 
“thority of the Church of Reme, that is to Lay 
© the Authority of the Poze and his Supremacy, 
* (as do all Proteftant Princes) bheis an Here- 
© tick, and being an Heretick he ought to be 
deftroyed and killed ‘ 
Furthermore. The Council of Trent de- 
creed * all Emperors, Kings, (as well as o- 
¢ thers) to be Excommunicated, who fhould 
‘upon any Account whatever fell and alie- 
* nate any Church Lands, Goods, or Chattels 
* without the Popes Leave. * Leff. 22.¢. 11. 
Bonaventure declares it for an undoubted 
Truth, that the fupreme Power on Earth is in 
the Pope, and that as‘ he already hath often 
* done, fo again he mayr emove Kings, and de- 
* pofe Emperors, for their wicked Herefies, and 
* that the Pepe is accountable for fo doing, un- 
‘to no Earthly Power whatever, whether 
* Regal, Imperial, or otherwife, but only unto 
* God. , Bonavent, Lib, de Eccle{. He:rarch.

Cardinal Bellarmine aflures his Reader, © that 
* the Pope’s of Rome have not only Power to 
“ Excommunicate, but alfo to depofe and Sen- 
* tence to Death, Heretical and ungodly Kings, 
* and to give away their Crowns and Lands 
* unto others that are Godly and Catholick, and 
* to abfolve their Subjects from ali Duty, and 
* Allegiance. * And he highly applauds and 
juftifies the Pope's Excomunicating Hen, 8. King 
of England for Herefie, which Here/ie, was only 
King Henry's renouncing the Pope’s Suprimacy, 
ant Defending his own. Bellarm. de po'eft. 
Sum. Pontif. p. 6. 

‘The horrid Practice of A/faffinating and Maur- 
tering lawful Kings for want of Grace, and for 
Herefir, is Amply juftified, and highly com- 
mended as a Meritorious Aion, by Pope Six 





tus Quintus, in his large Oration made to the 
Cardinals in a Confillory at Rome on Sept. 11. 
1589, upon the Murther and Death ot Henry 
Ill, King of France, who was moft barbaroufly 
Stabbed to Death, in the midit of his Army, 


by FAQUES CLEMENT, a Popih 
Dominican Fryar. In which, you will find 
Pope Sixtus Quintus, fo far from exclaiming a- 
gainft the Adonk tor that execrable Murther 
committed upon the forefaid King’s Perfon, as 
that he rather in high Scrains of Rhetorict 
wonderfully applaud’s the {aid hel uin Fad, and 
fiyles ir, a@ moft famoxs, memuable, and will 
nigh incredible Aét, yea, a Work done, not with- 
cut the particular Providence, and Difrofiticn « 

Almighty God. A Fryar has killed a Kuig; and 
for fear his Aud.tors fhould think he told them 
a Romance, he repeat’s it again, iaying, | aflure 
you, 4 Monk bas killed a Kirg, nt a King 
painted in Paper, or pictured upon a Wall; not a 
Jacx of Lent, but a real, liv:ng King, even the 
French King in the midft of his dirmy ; whillt ene 
ecmpals'd about with his Guard. “And alike all 
Monks by their Holy Order and Profeffion weresfore 
bid to fhed Blood, yet it was commendable in this 
Monk. And farther the Pope acquained the 
Cardinals, with what Inftrument the Monk ef- 
fected his bloody Defign, to wit with a Knife, 
which hehad cunninaly hid in his Sl: ve for that 
Purpofe. Bur that which feem’s mot isc: 

man in this Pope, was his denying the forefaid 
murther'd King Chriftian Burial, and his Holi- 
nefs pleaded facred Scripture for his Warrane. 

After all this Barbarity, any one in Pity and 
Charity would have though, thas altho’ the 
faid Pope denied the}Adaffacred King, Honourable, 
and Chriftian Burial, yet he would not have de- 
nied him his ow, and alt Compaffionate Men’s 
Prayers for his Majefty’s Soul’s Deliverance, if 
not from Purgatory, yet from Hell; Bur fich 
was his implacable Malice ag ainft the faid King, 
as that he did not only decree, that no Funeral 
Rites fhould te perform’d for him; but alfo 
tliat no Prayers fhguld be made for him aiter 
his Death, he dying in his Here(e, and being ex- 
cluced from all Grace, and Mercy hereafter. 

I might produce Paulus de Palatio, and ma- 
nv other Reman Writers to the fame Purpofe, 
bur thefé are fifficient to prove my Aflertion, 
to Wit, that the Dottrine and Practice of 
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founding Dominion upon Grace, and precluding 


lawful Heirs trom reigning, for their Here/ie, 
or for their moral Wickednejs; it grounded and 
firit 











firft founded on.P.O}P E RY: and was preach’d 


and practifed Firft, by the Popes and Papif?s of 


the Church of Rome. 

It refts upon me now to prove, that the faid 
Dottrine.and Practice charged upon the Pap'fts, 
is alfo founded on Favatici{m. 

Now by Fanaticks, the Learned Redolpb Gual- 
ter means all thofe who deny the King s Sutre 
macy, and fet up fome other Power above the 
King, which may controul him in Matters Ec- 
cletiattical and Civil, alco’ they benot Papifts 
in Profeffion, And thefe Fanaticksare not only 
Anabapsi| ts and Quakers, bur they are alfo the 
Claffical Divines, commonly called Fre: iby rersans, 
and the Congres a inal Div 2€!, alias In lepen- 
dents. All wh ich do de y the Kiog’s Supre- 
macy; and fet up another Power above that 
of the King ; fich as the ” Com it.rian Power a= 
mong the "Pre: byterians, and the Congregational 
Power among che eet Theie are the 
Men, I mean by Fanaticks, their Doctrine and 
Practice of deftroying Kings for their fuppofed 
Tyranny, Idolatry, or want of Grace, and ot pre- 
cluding their Right Heirs, or their Fir(t-barn, 
_ any fuch Reafon, is the Sum of what | mean 

y Fanatici{m. And becaufe thefe Men pre- 
a to be againtt Popery; but yet do deny the 
King’s Supremacy, and do maintain che Popith 

Doétrine of killing Kings, aud of debarring their 
Lawful Heirs from Reigning, for their Tyranny, 
Herefy, and want of Grace. 1 therefore call 
them Fanatical Recufasts. 

Of this Nomber of Antieprotefan's, I cannot 
but reckon thefe that follows; wiz, 

‘Fobn Calvin, Who in his Sermon 131. on 
Fob. 34. written in French, has thefe Words, 
as they are Tranflated by Arch-Go'ding, Anno 
Dom. 1573. ‘ Whereas God bath forbidden 
Pr ivate Perfons to rail upon their Rulers; it is 
to make us live in Peace, and without Trou- 
ble, and to yield fome Reverence to, the 
Seat of Juitice —— Buc if there be evil and 
wicked Gov rors, they mutt be tharply rebu- 
ked according to their Dafervings — And we 
muft pull down all Loitinefs that lifteth up 
‘ itfelt againft our Lord Jefis Chrift. Thote 
then chat will needs be nd have their 
Vices untouched, (dica:/e they be in Authority) 
‘ mut coina NewGopel. Oi which Number-, 
ings in our Days, Which will needs 
be called sdnointed and Holy, and yet caniut 
abide to fiave thew Sores touched by aay 
* means, but would have Liberty co pervert all 
* Things. , 
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And in his Infitures; he {peaks more plainly, 
and fays, 

* That altho’ it be not lawful for private 
* Men torife up againft their King; yet where 
* an inferior Magiftrate is eleted out of thePeo 
ple, Or where there are three Orders or Eftates, 
there the People ought by their Reprefenta- 
tives, to moderate the King’s s il Government, 
to punifh his Vice, and Tyranny, and to over ™ 
rule him ; as the Epbori did the Lacedomonian 
Kings, as the Tribunes of che Peopl e did the 
Roman Contuls, whom they depofed when 
they choughe fit; and that they are Ti aytors, 
to the People and common W ealcth, if they 
* do not oppole their Prince’s Tyranny.’ 

Theodore B:x~a imitates his Matter Calvin; and 
writes very Unworthily and Reproachtully of 
Kings, taxing them generally with Pride and 
Luxury, with Cruelty and Covetcufne/s, with 
Folly and Ignorance. Beza. de Confefi. Fig..¢. §. 
And there fay’s he, , Kéng’s ought not to prefide, 
* nor to be prefent in Oeconomical or National 
* Councils or Synods, * And thus he clearly 
denies the King’s Supremacy, by virtue of - 
which Conftantine prefided in the firft Nicene 
Council. Nor does the fame Beza ftoy here, 
for after he has excluded King’s from Councils, 
Synods, and Church Affairs, then he fubjug2ces 
King’s and all fecular Magiffrates to his Con- 
fiftorian Oxders and Difcipline. Et viciffim neo 
nio ef, qui werbo Dei, ac proinde Ecclefiafticae 
Ey ine, non Subsiciatur, “© And again there 
« is none that is not under the Dire¢tion of the 
, W ord of God, and from thence fubjected to 
* Ecclefiaitical Diftipline. * Which Ecclefiafti- 
cal Difcipline he, moft impioufly, makes equi- 
valent with the Word of God. 

Amundus Polanws, fay’s, that it is not only 
lawful, but meriterios for any private Perfon to 
kill a Tyranvnica!l King, who by his Undue Cour- 
fes fhall afflict or opprefs the Common Wealth, 
and that the City ought amply to reward the 
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rederick HAaldwing a Lutéeran, and a Pro- 


felior, of Divinity at Wittenberg b. does very 
Fanatically diltinguith between the King’s Per- 

, and his Oulice, and fay’s, that the Honour 
‘and Obedience, “uich the Subjects owe is due 
to the Kar r: 0 ny Fred. 
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che King’s Perfon, and not againft his Kingly 
Office. They may &il/ the King, as in England 
they did in the late grand Rebellion, and yet 
preferve his Office, and fet up another Perfon 
in his Office, that is, his Throne. 

And Rob. Rollock. makes the fame Fanatical 
Diftinction between the Perfon and Power of a 
King, and fays, that the Subject is to fhew O- 
bedience rather to the Power and Office of the 
King, than to the Perfon of the King. Upon 
which Diftinétion (as has been obferved before,) 
did the late Presbyterian Rebels raifeWar againit 
King Charles the firft, pretending,they fought not 
againft the King and his Authority, but againit 
the Perfon of Charles Stuart, who was King, and 
his Evil Councellors. And the Independents when 
they had murtherd him, faid that they had not 
killed the King, but the Man, Charles Stuart, 
the La? of Englith Tyrants. _ 

Stephanus Curfelleus, as Fanatical as any, de- 
clares it to be his Judgment, That it is an hor- 
rible Sin, and Wickednefs, for any King or Su- 
preme AMagiftrate, to make Laws, to force their 
Subjects unto an Obfervation of their Ecclefi- 


aftical Rites and Ceremonies, and unto aCon- 
formity with, and the Embracement of their 
Religion, although it be the true Religion. Cor- 
fella. Inftit, l. 7. ¢. 37. 

And his Argument is this, {cil: Becaufe (in 
his Opinion) Princes cannot bind, or oblige the 
Confciences of Men by any of their Laws. For 
the Confcience belongs only unto God, and He 
alone is the Judge of ic. And therefore, God 
only can make Laws to obl'ge it. Wherefore, 
this our Author concludes all thofe Princes to 
be Ujurpers of God's Prerogative , who ofier to 
make Laws binding and obliging Men’s Con{cé- 
ences, and that they mutt expect the Rerenging 
Hand of God to follow them for fo doing. 

And which is moft Arsabapti/tical, and moft 
Fanatical of all, the fame Curfelleus, will not 
allow Chriftian Kings, {o much as to Imprifon, 
Mula, or Fine any Hereticks or Schifmaticks 
on the Account of Religion. And his Argu- 


‘ment for thisis, /ci/. For Fear Kings fhould per- 


fecute, imprifon, mul&, and punith Chrit him- 
felf under the Notion of Sch:/m or Herefie, as 
did Saul, alias Pau]. Ibid. Seé. 9, 
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
